IMPORTANT LEGISLATION 


the federal session draws to a close, two important 
pieces of legislation have come up. One establishes 
the amount of gratuities for discharged service men. 
The other seeks to set floor prices for agriculture. 

~ The Service Gratuities’ bill, irt its recognition pf the 
needs of returned men, is much more generous than 
any similar legislation of the last war. The gratuities 
offered in the last war were so inadequate that they 
were frequently dissipated without bringing any prac¬ 
tical value to the recipient. The system operative un¬ 
der the 1944 legislation would recoghize a man’s length 
of service and his sphere of service, which is a good 
basis. Examples indicate that the young men who en¬ 
listed shortly after the outbreak of war will be eligible 
for a substantial sum of money when they are demob¬ 
ilized. This, together with sums that they may have 
saved while in training, will give them a chance to' 
establish themselves in work to which they may be 
adapted. For instance the young rtian who has served 
as a private in Canada for one year and overseas for 
two years, would get a total gratuity under this legisla¬ 
tion of approximately $1077. One hears of. some who 


Cover Crops In 
South Alberta

this increase, spys h. Chester, Domin¬ 
ion Experimental Station, Lethbridge. 

In the first place cover crops weie 
grown to piotect fallows from soil 
drifting. Then it was found that cov¬ 
er crops made excellent pasture for 
finishing feeder cattie. ft has also 
been found that cover crops have not 
materially reduced the yield of grain 
giown the following year, because oi 
the favorable annual rainfall of 18- 
20 inches. 

\Vith the increase in beef prices 
cpver crop pasture has been in great 
demand for finishing cattle. Oats 
haVe been found superior to other 
cereals and are seeded at Vh to % 
bushels per acre about the end of 
July.* 

In the Claresholm district alone, 
approximately 5,000 cattle are pas¬ 
tured on cover crops every fall. Gains 
are from l%-2 pounds per day and a 
good cover „crop 12-15 inches high 
will pasture a .steer about five weeks. 

The price paid for cover crop varies 
with the price of beef and has varied 
from $1.50 to $4.75 per acre. In the 
fall of 1943 a few farmers received 
more than $4.76 pet_acre. ' 

Cover crops have been tested at the 
district experimental sub-stations in 
Southern Alberta but have found fav¬ 
or only at Claresholm and Pincher 
Creek which are situated adjacent to 
the foothills.' At other stations in 
the open prairie the annual rainfall 
is too limited to permit^the groying 
of cover crops without so affecting the 
amount of moisture in the subsoil as 
to seriously reduce the yield of grain 
the succeeding year.

Empty Granaries 

For the first time in'two years, 
many farmers have emptied their 
granaries Now is the time to repair 
and clean them in order to prevent 
damage to stored grain by moisture 
and insects. 

Mpny granaries will have devel¬ 
oped roof leaks, and cracks in walls 
and floors. Such places must be 
repaired if moisture is to be pre¬ 
vented from reaching the new grain. 
Grain insects frequently remain in 
empty bins and must be removed 
by thorough cleaning if damage is 
to be avoided. 

The following measures are sug¬ 
gested : 

1. Repair places where rain or 
snow could enter.* A lining 
of moisture-proof papier may 
be necessary. 

2 . Cdncrete floors often cause 
trouble; a covering of, rein¬ 
forced moisture-proof paper 
should be laid down. 

3. Clean granaries thoroughly. 
Brush down walls, and sweep 
floors with damp" sawdust. 
Then sprinkle hydrated lime 
over the floor and sweep it 
about to fill all cracks. 

4. If granary was infested with 
mites or insects last year, 
whitewash walls and floor a 
week before filling so that 
whitewash will ary thor¬ 
oughly. 

5. Fill granary to the plate 
only, and provide for ven¬ 
tilation over the surface of 
the grain. 

6 . Grain harvested “tough” 
should be stored in smallest 
bins and turned in cold 
weather. 

7. Locate open bins or piles 
on well-drained ground with 

' two or three feet of straw 
under the grain. Pile grain 
into an even cone and cover 
with a cap of hay or sheaves; 
remove cap before warm 
weather arrives in spring. 

8 . Consult a local elevator 
agent or the Grain Research 
Laboratory, Winnip>eg, with
